"Why. then, does the Yeoman publish this act 
will o it comment I The answer is very plain. 
It tells those who sympathize with s, cessi, n 
that the rebels want twenty volunteer infant- 
ry or cavalry companies for twelve months. 
It is an invitation to our misguided young 
men, who ' want their rights, ' to start for 
Bow ling-Green and join tho Confederate -•■]- 
vice.

Tho London American makes public the dis- 
coverv of "a telegraphic cable and a mode of 
working it, that renders distance and the 
media through which such cable is laid an 
auxiliary instead of an obstruction, obtaining 
likewise supplies of power from a hitherto 
unsuspected source." The invention is the 
product of Win. P. Piggott, of London, an 
eminent medical electrician. The peculiarity 
of the cable is, that instead of requiring an 
enormous electric charge to bo forced through 
the whoic length of a line by powerful bat- 
teries, at each successive transmission of a 
signal, as at present, in long land and sea 
routes, the wire continues statically charged 
as it is laid, while the least disturbance of the 
equilibrium of this passive electric charge, in- 
operative and uninfluenced until called into 
action by the operator, answers through all 
its length to the slightest transmitted influ- 
ence, and so serves every practical purpose. 
The enormous tension that electric cabhs 
now undergo, arising from the great power of 
the electric current required for longdistance?, 
and which is believed to have caused the fail- 
ure of all marine cables more than three hun- 
dred nnd llfty miles long hitherto laid, is thus 
cVnated.

WaxRIAS, The following net of tlie Gon- 
cr»\ AseemblV of tin; Commonwealth of Ken- 
tuoky, oerdtMy upprovSJ by me on the 20th I 
instant, is the law of the land, 1 think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the Mime promptly known to the 
pnMie, bs 1 do hereby, nnd 1 do earnestly 
enjoin M citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to ail the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purpo.-es of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of tbe General Assembly is ns follows: 



Bceolnt ion* providing for the peace and quiet of 
the ettixent oj thin Commonwealth, 
"Wiikukas. The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, anlentlv desired and still 
cheri.-h tbe hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
■willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of. peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to nil; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that tbe people in tho meantime, 
should net in harmony, and ho at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 
Rctolvcd by the General Assembly uf the 
QommonVJtalth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is mo>t earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authoiitie.-, and respect in 
limes of v. nr as well as peace, all tbe rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Const i'u- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good eiti>- 
zens however they maydiffer in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
•heir rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
gainst all and every invasion thereof by un- 
iwful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
Irfl disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
lorttics in arresting all such persons and 
ringing them before tbe courts for trial.
